THE LAW AGAINST LOTTERIES. 


A Synopsis of the Provisions of a Very 


Drastic Measure. 


WASHINGTON CITT, Sept. 17.—The anti- 


lottery bill having passed both houses of 
congress, it only awaits the signature of 
the president to become law, and there is 
not likely to be any unnecesary delay on 
that account. The postal authorities are 
prepared to enforce it vigorously, and it 
is therefore important that the public 
should understand its provisions. The 
bill gives great power to the postmaster 
general, and after it becomes a law it will 
be very dangerous for any person to med- 
dle with lottery tickets. 


Shut Completely Oat of the Mails. 


It forbids the carrying m the mail or 


delivery at or through any postoffice or by 
mail carrier, of any letter, postal card or 
circular concerning any lottery, or any 
list of drawing of the same, or any lottery 
ticket or part thereof, or any check, 
draft bill, money, postal-note, or money- 
order for the purchase of any ticket. It 
forbids carrying any newspaper, circular, 
pamphlet, or publication of any kind con- 
taining any advertisement of any lottery, 
or containing any list of prizes of any 
such lottery. 


Strikes at the Sender Also. 


It forbids any person from depositing or 


causing to be deposited, or knowingly 
•ending or causing to he sent any such 
matter by miil. It provides that proceed- 
ings for violation of this law may be 
instituted either in 
the district in 


which the mailing was done, or at the 
place to which it ia carried by mail for de- 
livery, or at any place where it ia deliv- 
ered to the person addressed. It provides 
for preventing the delivery of mail con 
tainmg registered funds or money or- 
ders addressed to lottery companies or to 
their agents. 


The Enloe Resolution. 


WASHINGTON* CITY, Sept. 17.—A special 


meeting of the house committee on the 
judiciary was held Wednesday morning 
to take action on the Enloe resolution 
which was referred to the committee 
Tuesday condemning the language used 
by Representative Kennedy of Ohio in his 
attack on the senate and on Senator 
Quay. The committee decided to intro- 
duce a resolution as a substitute for Mr. 
Enloe's, providing that the language used 
by Mr. Kennedy be expunged from The 
Congressional Record and censuring Mr. 
Kennedy for his unusual proceeding. It 
was agreed thut the members of the com- 
mittee should preserve secrecy in regarc 
to the resolniioB untM it was presented to 
the bonse.

JACKSON, Mies., Sept. IT.—In the con-' 


Btitutional convection Tuesday morning 
Senator George 
consumed the entire 


morning session in a speech advocating 
the suffrage committee's report. He com- 
menced by saying that the object for 
which this convention was called was to 
save the people of Mississippi from a fate 
more terrible than has ever befallen the 
race to which we belong. "We have, in a 
contest of arms, been subjugated, and the 
constitution that our fathers made in a 
convention presided over by Washington, 
and conducted to most of its conclusions 
by two other southern men, Madison and 
Pinckney, as the result of that conflict, 
has been changed materially, and a race 
of people that never has been able to 
create or preserve free institutions, a race 
that from the earliest dawn of human his- 
tory has been abject slaves, not only in 
body but in mind, in hopes and aspira- 
tions, by a werd flat, in violation, too, of 
pledges 
made b}1 the convention that 


nominated Grunt in 1868, been elevated to 
citizenship, if that can be called eleva- 
tion, it involved the common degradation 
of all." He denounced as false the re- 
ports that elections in Mississippi since 
1875 had been carried by force and fraud. 
He conceded to the negro the same right 
to life, liberty and property that white 
men enjoy, but denied them the right to. 
destroy tiie constitution of Mississippi.

As outlined in our In- 
terview with manufacturers last week many concessions formerly 
granted will bo withdrawn.—Shoe and Leather Review, Sept, 11,

She said for herself she 
didn't want any new trial and was satisfied 
to take what she had got. 


Dunham now sajs he will write out a 


new statement which will be the only cor- 
rect one he has yet made. He has told two 
conflicting stories already and not much 
faith la put-in them. Dunham, by the way, 
used to live In Dccatur, where his father 
still lives. Tbe old gentleman's name Is D. 
Dunham, and he lives south of E. Mc-

tiary once from Deeatur for horse stealing.
